Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Draft claims 1 and 47 were provided by applicant's representative 
for discussion purposes; draft claim 1 requires at least one of SEQ ID NOS 1-4, while draft claim 47 requires at least 
one of SEQ ID NOS 5-8. The examiner noted that the claims in the application have previously only recited a group of 
primers including all of SEQ ID NOS 1-8, and that the proposed claims could not be entered after final because they 
would necessitate further search and consideration (for example, requiring individual consideration of the patentability 
of each primer). With regard to applicant's inquiry regarding whether the claims could be considered in an RCE, the 
examiner noted that the group of SEQ ID NOs 1-8 had previously been considered as part of the claimed invention, 
and that she would not consider, e.g., a claim limited to the group of SEQ ID NOS 1-4 to constitute an impermissible 
shift in the claimed invention. However, the examiner suggested maintaining a generic claim similar to those of the 
elected group, and noted that such an amendment changing the groupings of SEQ ID NOs might necessitate a new 
species election, as search burden would have to be considered. The examiner also noted that the Office action of 
1 1/1/06 included a citation of art teaching some of the primers of the group of SEQ ID NOS 1-8. Applicant's 
representative noted that the specification discloses the separate use of the group of SEQ ID NOS 1-4 (as well as the 
group of SEQ ID NOS 5-8), and that applicant preferred not to have to limit the claims to the entire group of SEQ ID 
NOS 1-8. Applicant's representative indicated that he intended to file an RCE .
